GERMAN DISARMAMENT. 


. Anglo-French Agreement.

It is learned that Anglo-French General Staffs have agreed on 
tha subject of German disarmament, excep: on the question of the 
time to ba allowed for the abolition of Getman Volunteer formations, 
Fiald Marsbal Wilson being of opinion that their disappearance 
‘should not be so rapidip carried out as Marshal Foch desires. The 
moat important centres of Volunteers are East Prvssia and Bavaria 
and there is reason to fear Bo'shevism in both places, and British 
opinion is that the presence of Volunteers there at present is quite 
legitimate. The exact time-limiz for their dissolution must be 
discussed at an early c nference of Anglo-French Premiers. The 
British are decidedly of opiuion that the Article of the Peace Treaty 
dealing with tho disclosure of German secrets a3 regards explosives 
and chemi-al products has not.been satisfactorily carried out. 
This ts a most important matter, but itis premature to discuss the 
steps contemplated.

past ninb years, his previous post 
being that of Registrar-Goneral, 
which was the old name for the 
Secretary for Chinesa Affairs. 
In the course of this illustrious 
record he must have learned tho 
ins and onta of the Chinese to 
justify him in making such 
otterances as he did at the 
dinner given by the Chinese 
community to him and the Hon. 
Mr. Flotcher. In the old days, the 
affairs of the Chinese were practi- 
calty im the hands of a few of 
their own countrymen. Not 
until the Hon. Mr. Hallifex had 
assumed office, at the suggestion 
of some well-known Chinese, was 
his office accessible to the non- 
English-speaking Chinese. Before 
Mr, Hallifax exme into offica the 
Chinsee thought = knowledge of 
English and of the habits and 
ways of tha Englishman was 
essential for them toget the ear 
of the Government. So that 
whenever they wanted: to seo a 
Government official thay general- 
ty asked those who spoke English 
and those who had evary-day 
dealings with the officials to inter- 
vene for them. Now they are 
welcomed aren when they call 
uosccompanied by the English. 
speaking Chinese, and this prac- 
tice is ona to be encouraged. Ir 
must be conceded that all the 
so-called Chinese public men are 
not well-coaversant with Chinese 
affairs. Can it be said of same 
of our Chinese leading men that 
they Know all the Chinese desires 
and feelings and-interests? I 
don’t thinkitcan. Isis high time 
that the Secretariat for Chinese 
Affairs stepped into the breach 
and got into direct contact with 
the silent mass. 


Mr. Hallifax, in his speech, 
referred to the mistrust which 
the Chtnese bad cherished for 
centuries towards the official. 
Thatis true. Tha Chinese have 
& saying which runs somewhat 
like this: “When you are alive, 
have no deslings with the 
official.” It was nob « tenet of 
Coafucius. In the olden days 
whenaver they had anything to 
do with the officials the Chinese 
were usually “squeezed,” and 
hence the advice given above was 
greatly observed. Mr, Hoallifax 
might have mentioned that 
ancther reason why tho general 
roass of Chinese took no interast 
in public affairs was because 
most Chinese who figure in the 
limelight have to pay ‘heavily for 
it, By being members of the 
Tung Wah Hospital Committee, 
members of the Society for the 
Protection of Girls and Women. 
god roenbers of various com- 
mittees they bave to spend much 
time and also to put their hands 
deep into their pockets whenever 
there are public subscriptions 
beingraised. Itisnotall Chinese 
whocan afford to spand such large 
soms in public work.
